A marketing agreement for Bartlett 
pears to take effect Thursday and ex- 
tend to January 1, 1942, has been ap-

The marketing order contains pro- 
visions for the establishing grade and 
size limitations under which fresh 
Bartlett pears may be shipped. 


The pact also provides for an adver- 
tising fund, estimated to total $75,000 
the first year, through the assessment 
of three cents on each standard box of 
fresh pears packed for market. 


Brock said all processors and dis- 
tributors are subject to the order. He 
said the marketing order had been ap- 
proved in writing by distributors and 
processors handling more than 65 per 
cent of the volume of fresh pears, and 
by more than two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers who grow 65 per cent of the 
state’s pears for market. 


The order includes the appointment 
of an advisory board of 10 members, 
consisting of five producers and five 
handlers. They receive no salary and 
serve one year, assisting Brock in ad- 
ministering the marketing act. 
Brock said: 


“We belive the quality of fresh Bart- 
lett pears offered for sale within Cali- 
fornia might be improved and that 
producers and distributors, through an 
advertising and promotion fund, might 
create new and larger markets for Cali- 
fornia-grown pears.”
